In 
particular, regarding the separate and independent on-off switch for each of the signal output components, this is met by the combined 
teaching of Washikawa and Simpson in that Washikawa teaches switches 32a, 32b, 32c and 32d of the switch unit 32 for providing a 
separate and independent on-off switch for each of the signal output components to provide on a signal output line for delivering the AV 
signal to the signal processing control unit therethrough, the signal processing control unit having a common input terminal for receiving 
the AV signal from the desired signal output component, the signal output lines of the signal output components being connected to one 
another at a point connected to the common input terminal of the signal processing control unit. Regarding the on-off switches being 
controllable for opening or closing to select one signal output component for feeding its AV signal to the signal processing control unit, 
this is met by the control circuit 206 of Simpson. 
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
